The most 
extensive 
street oiling 
ever done in Gettysburg was started 
thi.*- 
morning when the committee, 
specially appointed at a recent meet­ 
ing of council, directed the company 
having the contract to begin 
opera­ 
tions on Washington street. 
The ma­ 
terial is applied 
with force 
and is 
carried in a large automobile tank. 
It had been the 
intention to start 
on one of the 
four street* radiating 
from Centre Square but it w'as found 
that all 
four of these had had some 
sprinkling during the early morning. 
Tho company refused to put the oil on 
a wet street, claiming that it would 
not take proper hold, and residents are 
instructed to stop all sprinkling im­ 
mediately, so that the work of oiling 
may not In* held up further. 
The request published in this paper 
several days ago, asking that people 
sweep 
up the roadway 
in front 
of 
their residence* and business places, 
met with a very 
ready response and, 
in this way. the town was ready to 
have the oiling done. 
Any who failed 
t > heed the request are asked to do the 
sweeping at once. 
The road oil which 
is being placed 
on 
the streets 
that have the 
most 
traffic is said to Imp very satisfactory 
and to have 
successfully abated 
the 
dust nuisance 
wherever it has l»een 
used. The cost to the borough will bo 
in the neighborhood of $2500. 
Tarvia 
will he 
placed 
on Centre 
Square, this material being designed 
not only for the purpose of laying the 
dust but also to preserve the roadway.

All 
the hack 
money which 
the 
state owes the townships for country 
road improvement under the Jones 
township road law is to be cleared 
off, according to a new provision of 
the highway appropriation bill, 
as 
reported Tuesday 
from 
the 
senate 
roads committee. 
The total of this 
debt, piled up during a period from 
1310 to 1914, when there were insuf­ 
ficient appropriations, is a little more 
than $3,000,000. 
The highway bill carries $7,OOO,(KH) 
for new state highw ay construction, 
$2,(KM),(KH) for state aid roads and 
$5(M),(MM) for the taking over by the 
state of toll roads. The department 
is to be voted $6,000,000 for road 
maintenance purposes, that money to 
be derived from automobile license 
fee*. 
Senator 
Jones, 
of 
Susquehanna 
county, author of the township road 
law, made a light in the committee 
that resulted in the recommendation 
of the full allowance to clear off the 
debt to the townships. The money is 
I due for the years named from a re­ 
quirement of the Jones law that for 
each dollar’s worth of road work done 
by the townships the state contribute 
i fifty cents. 
The house of representative* final­ 
ly passed the Mc Kee senate bill for 
the war-time suspension of the full 
crew law. That hard-fought measure 
now us up to the governor. 
The vote on the so-called repealer 
was 113 to 84, and Representative 
Rudisill, of Adams County, was one 
of those who voted against it. 
Legislative supporters of the or­ 
ganized trainmen did their utmost to 
prevent consideration of the bill and

N the serious business of waging 
war three big men have appeared 
above the horizon in the United 
Strtea. and upon their shoulders will 
rest vaat responsibilities. 
Bernard M. 
Ba mob of New York is going to b a ra 
charge of all purchases, whether for 
our allies or on behalf of (his country. 
Either William Denman or Major Gen­ 
eral George W. Goethnls will have com. 
plete authority to build ships and di­ 
rect their operations when completed. 
But more Important than either of 
these two tasks is that of preserving 
this nation's food supply so that there 
will be a sufficiency here as well as 
enough left over to supply our allies 
and then, should there be a surplus, 
the neutral nations of w ar stricken 
Europe. 
Herliert C. Hoover, who under hts 
authority aa food adm inistrator will 
receive vast power over the consump­ 
tion and distribution of food supplies 
throughout the country, when the Le­ 
ver bill liecumes a law, will Ins one of 
the most conspicuous figures in the 
country. 
Churches to Co-operate. 


Mr. Hoover malled a letter to 200,000 
pastors of individual churches—Gat ho­ 
llo, 
Protestant 
and 
Jew ish—calling 
upon them to co-operate with him and 
with the department of agriculture In 
urging the largest possible production 
of food 
and 
the smallest possible 
amount of waste. 
“ As a minister of God.” writes Mr. 
Hoover, “a leader of the people and a 
lover of liberty and of your fellow 
men. your eo-n;>eration Is earnestly de­ 
sired and greatly needed. 
In such a 
time as this the people naturally turn 
to the church. 
It will be a calamity to 
the nation and to the churches if their 
chosen ministers neglect to exercise 
their proper leadership in the great 
cause of feeding a world in need, for 
the world is In w ant of food. 
“To meet the needs of the w ar and 
of the world we must produce gener­ 
ously, give freely to our allies, our­ 
selves eat ss much, but no more than 
we need, and especially save the waste, 
la stin g disgrace will fall upon us lf 
lack of self restraint should prevent us 
from taking our proper part In this 
great conflict against the doctrine of 
‘might makes right.*" 
Mr 
Hoover estimates the annual 
waste of fond at $1,000,000,000. 
H e 
urges a larger use of corn and corn 
bread In the family ration. 
“The women of America,” says Mr. 
Hoover, "have never failed to answer 
such a call as comes to them now. The 
saving of food is within their sphere. 
and without food conservation we can 
not win the war.” 
All pastors are urged to preach upon 
conservation of food and to secure the 
eo-opcratlon 
of 
religious 
and 
civic 
bodies In a campaign for food saving. 
American Woman’s Part. 
Tile American w om ans work in the 
w ar will be a worthy part of the great 
task undertaken by the democratic pen- 
pies of the earth 
Mr. Hoover, 
who probably knows 
more about the world a provision sup­ 
ply than any other man. bas been a s ­ 
sured by women from all p a n s of tho 
land that they will co-operate faithful­ 
ly In the all Important work of food 
conservation. 
The pledge Is backed by 15<> socie­ 
ties 
Mr. Hoover's suggestion goes to un­ 
expected lengths, even to the abolition 
of the cabarets, where, he ssys, the 
greatest waste of money and material 
goes on. 
The elimination of the cab­ 
aret aion*, he asserted, would feed 
millions 
Not only must saving be 
achieved In the household, but all ex­ 
travagance in public cafes must he 
stopped 
“Tile success of the food adm inistra­ 
tion's plans will depend upon the co­ 
operation of all housewives, who are 
as much a part of the national army 
aa are the men to Im* sent to the front,” 
said Mr Hoover. 
Tile national registration of women 
as actual members of the food ad ­ 
ministration will lie, done largely by 
women’s organization* under the di­ 
rection of state defense councils and 
the women's committee. 
Newspapers 
will be requested to print copies of a 
pledge to lie signed and mailed to the 
food administration. 
Storekeeper* to Be Registered. 
When the women shall have lieen 
registered, bakers, butchers and mein 
hers of trades connected with the focal 
distribution will be asked to register 
for service and requested to follow 
definite instructions to la* laid down by 
the foes) administration. 
The safeguarding of women and chil 
dren workers from war exploitation 
received consideration. A general agree 
inent w as entered to fight all efforts to 
put women Into men a positions with 
out equal pay. 
The Servant Problem. 
"If the women really want to organ 
tee* for patriotic efficiency the most 
useful thing they can do today is to 
band together to haudle the servant 
problem

the accomplishment of her desire is 
that Chinese wall of indifference— the 
servant slacker.'’ 
This was said by Miss Alice Hill 
Chittenden of New York iu the course 
of a talk in which she hauled over tho 
coals that port iou of her sex which iii 
this time of crisis is “noisily pursuing 
useless activities that are favored with 
the limelight rather than quietly a t­ 
tending to those unillnmlned things 
that they can do.” 
" 'Help' lins long linen a most vex­ 
atious family problem .' said Miss Chit­ 
tenden. 
"During re cut yours it hss 
assumed the proportions of a public 
problem, greatly Influencing that gen­ 
eral but regrettable tendency of fam ­ 
ilies to migrate from private houses to 
apartments and apartment hotels. 
"In that general development of effi­ 
ciency which has swept over the In­ 
dustrial world the American servant I 
has remained untouched. 
In fact, as ! 
the Industrial world has advanced In 
efficiency the servant has retrograded. I 
The old family servant that existed 
when women felt th a t their paramount 
duty was the management of their 
homes Is a thing of the past. General­ 
ly speaking, the hired household work-J 
er of today Is a marvel of Incompe­ 
tence. wastefulness, Indifference, abso­ 
lutely unamenable to discipline. 
"While the men. who make the mon­ 
ey, have devoted them selves to scien­ 
tific organization for the elimination 
o f waste, the women, who are large 
factors Iii the spending of money, hare 
been utterly neglectful of this con ­ 
stantly widening hole In the family 
purse. 
"Several years ago I attended the 
biennial session of the General fe d e ra ­ 
tion of Women s Clubs In Cincinnati. 
They had a program that lasted ten , 
days. a program that brought up for; 
'a palier’ and discussion-every ques 
Hon under the sun -poetics, economics, 
literature, music, art, adance—every 
question to whr'h they could contrib­ 
ute little or nothing, every question frill 
the one great question which they hail 
right In their homes and to which, by 
discussion and organization, they could 
contribute milch, 
lairing that entire 
ten days' program not a word waa said 
nu the servant problem 
"They dbekissed at flinch length all 
the complex problem#' of government 
which they fatuously call ‘public house 
keeping.’ urging their tried abilities as 
housekeejwrs, but of this acute prob­ 
lem in their actual housekeeping not a 
word, 
These feminine read ju sted of 
the universe talk much of regulating 
the 
condition 
of 
women 
iii 
trade 
There is much organ lied activity to 
fix the hours mid wages of shopgirls, 
waitresses and for nil other women 
wage corners except the servant. 
The Mott Wasteful Clan. 
"Because servants form a class, the 
only class In civilized life, that d<te* not 
feel the rise iii tho inst of living, Its 
I ton rd alwa; s being provides!; Us-ause 
its pocket nerve is never touched by 
the price of foo I and because it lias 
l*een for so many years unrestrained 
by a proper discipline It bas become 
the most wasteful class in the world 
In tho use of fiNsi purchased with 
some one else'a money. 
" lf a mistress attem pts to enforce 
economy in lier kitchen the servant 
plainly shows that she docs not think 
her worthy of respect; that she is in­ 
ferior to nome other mistress who per­ 
mitted a prodigal use of materials. 
If 
the mistress n'teniptx to direct how 
much ere irn, butter, flow many eggs 
should be used for this, that or the 
other thing the servant will 
relate 
what some other mistreat allowed 
The attitude assumed is. ‘This la al) 
right for yon. but of course you don’t 
understand,* the obtruded Implication 
tieing that you a re In an Inferior cia** 
"In the appalling crisis that the na 
lion la n< w far ng many of the worn- 
cn'a organizations a e following their 
habit of milling about lit useless activ­ 
ities. 
There is much v«h nitration, inn 
little ga’n to the country. 
The activi­ 
ties that lire most in vogue are those 
that have n unlit a n flavor. 
Blit until 
tug is pop ti! nr with this clavi lf it has 
not a mannish flavor. This awful war 
emergency im * been seized upon to 
show that \vi man can play a m an’s 
nart arid that therefore the program 
of feminism should at once l*e ush 
ered in. 
"i aii’t the women get together In 
sn organization aimed at the control of 
the servant, which means the solution 
of the problem? Mr. Hoover has warn 
**d tim country of the grave need of 
foul conservation lf we nm to feed our 
selves nod our hungry aldea. As worn 
en are the ultimate food handlers, lie 
i*c!le\tM that they may piny a deciding 
part In the war. 
It ll bls Idea to ask 
every woman who p re sid e over a 
li'iatsehold to enlist »« a i actual mein 
ber of the food administration, to tie 
thus entitled to the badge of the ad 
ministration, and to sign

pledge to carry out the advice and In 
st ruction* of the f'*»»d administration 
ss far us her circumstances permit. 
"The bisti u -lions thai he Ila* already 
outlined 
Include the elimination of 
waste, the substitution of local and 
seasonal products, the use of staple 
products and the study of food value*

FOR WARTIM E ECONOMY 


First.* Have the wheat. 
If we 
eat aa usual we will have iittle 
more than enough for our own 
supply, but we inn divide with 
our allies lf each individual eats 
at least one wheaties* meal a 
day. substituting corn bread or 
other cere*!*. 
Second.—Save the meat. 
Our 
cattle and bog* are decreasing. 
and we wish every householder 
to Inly leas and allow no waste. 
Third.—Save the fats. We con­ 
sume three time* the fat* that 
are necessary. 
We wish no but­ 
ter uaed in cooking and less 
served on the table.

and the advantageous buying and prep 
aration of food. 
A Democratic Food Control. 
“This is the excellent program that 
Mr. Hoover has laid out. If It succeed* 
it means that we will have a truly 
democratic final control, every house­ 
wife iielng her ow n f»**i dictator. If It 
fails we will undoubtedly have the au. 
tocratle final dictatorship of Germany, 
with it* bread cards aud prescribed 
dally rations. 
"But how can this Hoover program 
succeed lf in so many households the 
housewife is obliged to work her food 
economies through the servant slack 
er? 
Here is an opportunity to render 
a real *ervi«*e to the country. 
I*et wo 
men form an organization that will ex­ 
act from the servant the efficient sere 
Ice that man exacts from the workers 
in the outside industrial world 
Let 
us standardize wages, and let us estab­ 
lish a acale of wages. 
“In the business world men pay a 
comparatively small wage to the be 
ginner or apprentice, and thence the 
wage ranges up to that of the m ister 
mechanic. 
But in the servant market 
a cook'* a cook. I ’tiles* one is employ 
Ing the higher class of chef there are 
no degrees of proficiency recognized In 
wages demanded 
If $fr> a month is 
the current wage for a good cook the 
beginner demands aud gets the same. 
"In the business world, no matter 
bow big or wealthy Hie corporation, 
wastefulness is not i>erniitfed. 
The 
efficiency exjiert Is ail accepted Institu­ 
tion. 
This same spirit should lie car­ 
ried Into household work. 
Discipline 
and the guiding intelligence should pre 
vail in the kitchen aud pantry Just as 
they do in the workshop aud office. 
“if the servant should revolt against 
this new order of things, as many of 
them unfortunately would, and in con 
sequence quit their employment or be 
discharged, no recommendation should 
be given, and the organization that I 
suggest should pledge its member* not 
to employ any servant who baa net a 
recommendation. 
"The enforcement of this rule bi 
America would undoubtedly mean sere 
ant less homes for n time. But isn't the 
pressing need of tile hour sufficient to 
make the women meet this situation? 
In serving their country they would be 
serving themselves, for if they once 
stood shoulder to shoulder iii this m at­ 
ter the sen ants would inevitably be 
brought to terms. 
“Industry for s< me time now has 
been warned that it must get itself 
upon the most efficient basis success 
fully to meet th-* economic struggle 
that It is predicted will follow the end 
of the war. 
Should not the women 
play their part by getting the home 
making industry of the country upon 
the same basis of efficiency?”
